The average motorist 
spends annually something like 
$400 per year for tires, oil and 
gasoline. . 

During 1925 we operated about 
250,000 motor-driven vehicles i.1 
Georgia, and on the above basis our 
expense bill was in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000,000. 

If, by having a hard surfaced sys- 
tem of highways throughout this 
state; we could increase our fuel 
mileage per gallon and thereby re-

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Proposed Relief Measures Inadequate

One sentence in this letter, which was 
almost passionate in its plea for the 
American farmer, said: 

“If the English policy of subordi- 
nating -agriculture to industry is to be 
adopted in this country. wouldn't we 
better pause and consider the conse- 
quences ?”

The first describes the state of mind 
of the farmer; fear of an impending 
calamity, fear of the unknown in the 
future, uneasy apprehension that some- 
thing fatally direful is about to close 
down—about the most dreaful emo- 
tion that man can experience.

Undoubtedly, if the farm- 
ers and their leaders knew how to 
avert if, or understood the forces 
bringing it about, they would try to 
save themselves. But the fact is, sub- 
ordination of farming to industry, the 
decay of the farm and the reduction 
of the farmer relative to other work- 
ers, is inherent in every one of the 
present proposals for farm relief, in- 
cluding the ones that proceed from the 
farm leaders themselves. If the sub- 
ordination of farming is to be averted; 
if it is now possible to avert it after 
the forces making for it have been at 
work for 50 years if there is any 
way for the farmer to get back the 
status he once had in American life; 
if the nation as a whole regards it as 
desirable to avoid the suboradi:.ation of 
farming to imdustry—theu something 
more drastic must be found than any 


cepted policy of the United Sates 
— other industries for a genera- 
ion. 

. Te other industries, to manufactur- 
ing, this recognized American policy 
says: “Export. Export more and 
more. Cover the world with Ameri- 
can manufactured goods. Send Ameri- 
man manufactures to the farthest cor- 
ner of the earth. Make America the 
greatest exporting nation—in manu- 


»factures—in the world.” 


Let us now see what will happen to 
the American farmer if these two 
principles are followed out—limitation 
of export for the farmer, expansion of 


port for the farmer, aggressive export 
for the manufacturer. This—the ul- 
timate outcome of these two policies 
running parallel—is the thing the 
farmer vaguely apprehends, and it is 
hard to see how it can be averted, for 
this coming phase is the natural next 
result of what has gone on in Ameri- 
ca for 50 years past, and in many oth- 


er countries as well. 


_The farming population of the 
United States is now (that is, by the 
census of 1920) about 43,000,000. Ac- 
tually, the farming population is less, 
for in the census reports the classifi- 
ration “rural population” means every- 
body not living in incorporated towns. 
However, this classification will serve 
to show the trend. 

The total population (as of 1920) 
is about 145,000,000. 

That is. the farmer today composes 
about 40 per cent of the population. 
He has taat proportion of pohtice] 
power. He has that measure of stand- 
ing, prestige, that share in the coun- 
try’s economie structure. 

By 1930 the total population of the 
United States will be 122,000,000, for 
the increase is about 1,250,000 a year. 

All this increase of 16,000,000, if 
the program described above contin- 
ues, will have gone into manufactur- 
ing and trade, into industries other

“Stuck in the Mud” 


Ringing Answer of Albany Herald to “Go Slow” Argument 
Against State’s Progress 


(From the Albany Herald.) 

Not a single continuously paved 
highway crosses the state of Geor- 
cia from north to south or from east 
to west. The faet that there are 
other southern states, .as well as 
states in other sections of the coun- 
try, of which the same thing is true 
does not lessen the significance to 
Georgians of the fact as stated. 

There has been a good deal of rain 

Georgia during the last several 
weeks. Winter seasons bring consid-

They all treat of the farmer's ex- 
port surplus and they all aim at one 
treatinent of it, namely, to recuce it, 
as nearly as practicable to nothing. 
Limitation of ‘e export surplus is 
accepted, not merely accepted, vur em- 
phasized as a virtue, in every one of 
the proposed farm relief measures. It 
is expressed or implied in all‘he farm 
relief measures, whether they er.anate 
from “farm bloc” leaders or from the 
administration. Every one of ‘hese 
measures looks to keeping the Ameri- 
ean farmer prosperous by heeping his 
crop down to what the American con- 
sumer can buy and making the Ameri- 
can consumer pay a high pric:. Every 
one of the measures recognizes that 
the embarrassment of this device lies 
in the surplus above what America can 
consume, the surplus which has to be 
sold abroad at a low price. And so 
they all say, let us keep the export 


{surplus of the farm down to as near 


nothing as is practicable; let the farm- 
er stop trying to raise crops for vale 
in Europe; let him confine himself to 
raising just enough for America. 


In this poliey the relief proposals of 
the farmy leaders and those of the ad- 
ministration are identical. The only 
difference between them concerns 
ways of disposing of such surplus as 
is inevitable. 

The McNary-Haugen type of retief 
says in effect: “Let the governmeni 
manage the surplus, and manage it in 
such a way as to minimize it. Let the 
government fix the price of each crop 
from year to year in such a way as 
always to keep the export surplus 
down.

ILLIE KEELER, better known as “Wee Willie’ because of his size, 
Started his baseball career as a left-handed third paseman on a 
Semi-professional team in Montclair, New Jersey. 


From there he went 


to Binghamton, N. Y., and it was while a member of the Binghamton club 
that he attracted the attention of the New York Giants. 


They signed him and he joined them 
in 1891. He played one menth, broke 
his ankle and did little during the 
remainder of the season. Then he 
was transferred to Brooklyn = and 
was a member of the team until the 
fall of 1895, when Brooklyn traded 
Keeler and Dan Brouthers to Balti- 
more for Treadway and Shindle, 

When Keeler arrived in the train- 
ing camp of the Orioles in the spring 
of 1594 (we were training at New Or- 
leans that spring), Ned Hanlen did 
not know exactly what to do with him. 
Hanlon was never enthusiastic over 
left-handed third basemen, and |. had 
McGraw for third base, so Keeler 
did not fit in at that _ posi- 
tion from any angle as far as Hanlon 
was concerned. One evening soon after 
Keeler’s arrival Hanlon took him aside

He Misunderstood Brodie. 

The uext morning when practice 
started, Keeler went to right field.

Hanlon didn’t find out, at leas. not 
then. Keeler never started after a fly 
ball. Brodie was catching everything 
hit into center, as well as everything 
intended for Keeler, and instead of 
going after the ball, Keeler kept step- 
ping away from it and edging toward 
the foul line. After about 10 min- 
utes of this performance, Keeler came 
in, walked to the bench, threw away 
his glove and sat down.

“Oh, the outfield’s all right. but it’s 
that guy Brodie out there.

Kverybody that heard Keeler roared 
with laughter, for Brodie, in fielding 
practice, had a habit of yelling “I'll

This 
was all explained to Keeler, and he 
and Brodie became close friends. 


Keeler fell imto the Balttmore 
style of play and adapted himself to 
it, becoming an important cog in the 
Orioles’ machinery. 

I have said. in a previous chapter 
that Keeler was the most scientifie 
batsman of all time. He was the 
best hit and run man that ever lived 
and a remarkable bunter. Keeler was 
a chop hitter and rarely ever drove 
the ball a long way. He made 200 or 
more hits in each of eight seasons of 
his career, and only Cobb has equaled 
or bettered this record. He went 
through several . consecutive seasons 
without striking out, and he struck 
out fewer times than any player in 
history. This was due to the manner 
in which he offered at the ball his pe- 
culiar chop stréke making him a hard 
man to strike out. It is the swinger 
that furnishes pitchers with strikeout 
records. He was a fast outfielder and 
covered a great deal of ground. Re 
was also exceptionally fast in going 
from the plate to first. While faster 
than McGraw, he was never so good 
at running bases. Few ball players 
have ever been as popular as Keeler. 

Brodie, who played alongside of 
Keeler, had personality. Although he 
was not so good a fielder as Jimmy 
McAleer or Bill Lange or Tris Speak- 
er, because he lacked their speed. I 
doubt if there ever lived a man who 
played batsmen as accurately as 
Brodie. The man had an uneanny 
ability of: guessing where the batter 
would hit. 

Qutfielders should have big, strong 
hands, and they must know how to 
cup their hands to cateh fly balls. 
Brodie had big hands and they were 
powerful. His fingers were long.and 
strong. Few balls ever got away from 
him «during his career. I have seen 
few fielders with hands as sure as 
Brodie’s. 

He was a good batter. but not. one 
of the best. There were several out- 
fielders that hit better than he did. 
In his day Brodie was notorious as a 
first bali hitter. He always tried to 
clout the first ball the pitcher handed 
him. This habit gave a smart pitcher 
a distinct advantage over Brodie and 
in trving to break him of the habit, 
Manzger Hanlon brought about one.of 
the funniest incidents I have ever seen 
on a ball field, and I shall tell about 
it in the next chapter.

} Phere is a preventative for every 
ill that cold weather brings to auto- 
mobiles. Unfortunately, many owners 
do not realize that by taking ordinary 
eare of their cars, they can save much 
trouble and expense. 

One of the greatest inconveniences 
is found in battery failure due to cold. 
This is eaused by failure to prepare 
the battery for the extra load that zero 


weather is bound to put on it. The 
battery should be kept fully charged 
and filled with water. After filling, 
the engine should be run for an hour 


or so before being left out in the cold 
to insure the acid and water becoming | 
thoroughly mixed. Ctherwise there is, 
a chance of the ‘fresh water remaining | 
on top and freezing. A weekly inspec- | 
tion of the battery in Winter is net | 
too much. The charging rate should | 
be increased slightly to compensate | 
for the extra load. 
| ‘The work of the battery can be! 
lightened by using any of the “winter” 
gusolines marketed by test oil com- 
|panies. These fuels.start easier than 
the ordinary gas used in summer. ‘The 
,ou should be changed more frequently 
‘than in warm weather, to prevent 
‘crankease dilution. This evil is ecaus- 
ed by the “sweating” of a cold engine, 
which allows moisture to gather in- 
side the eylinders and drain into the 
oil. Dilution is caused also by too 
free use of the choke, which shoots 
raw gasoline into the cylinders. ‘This 
gasoline finds its way to the erank- 
case and further thins the oil. If too 
much water forms in the oil reservoir, 
it remains at the bottom of the crank- 
case where the pump ‘is located, and 
may freeze, stalling the oiling system 
nnd resulting in serious damage to| 
the engine. |

In her New Year’s message to the 
executive board of the Georgia Wom- 
an’s Missionary union, in session 
Tuesday,.January 5, at the Henry 
Grady hotel, Mrs. W. J. Neel, presi- 
dent, held up a religion of praise, 
service and good cheer, made mani- 
fest by a radiant face and ready 
hands, to be the mark toward which 
those laboring together in the high 
calling of Uhrist Jesus should press 
during the coming year. 

The meeting of Tuesday was one 
of the most important of the year, 
assembling as it did officers and board 
members, divisional vice presidents 
and counsellors from all over the 
state. 

The most advisable method of -re- 
porting the meeting of society and 
associational apportionments, for the 
associational, state and southern 
union years was a matter of pro- 
longed discussion. Final decision was 
deferred until after the meeting Janu- 
ary 26-28, in Birmingham, of the 
presidents and corresponding  secre- 
tary-treasurers of all the states of the 
Southern Baptist convention when 
this matter will come up for general 
discussion. 

Mrs. McMahon, treasurer, = an- 
nounced the entire Georgia union ap- 
portionment for the year to be ap- 
proximately $220,000, stating that 
this amount had already been assigned 
to the various associations in pro- 
portionate parts and that practically 
all apportionments had been cheerful- 
lv accepted. Whilevthe full amount 
of the Christmas offering for foreign 
missions has not yet been ascer- 
tained indications are that the ofter- 
ing has been the most liberal of re- 
cent years.

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Holy Indian Hill May Be Shrine _:: 


New York, January 8.—In Nebras- 
ka, popular':’ known as the state of 
corn and cattle and similar material 
concerns, appears now ihe first move- 
ment ever undertaken for the com- 
memoration of a native American 
min. 

News of the Nebraskan interest in 
mvihs was brought to New York by 
Melvin R. Gilmore, of the staff of the 
Museum of the American Indian, Heye 
Foundation, on his return recently 
trom. field work. He is a Nebraskan 
and for several vears was Curator of 
the Nebraska State Historical mu- 
seum, and later of the State Historical 
Association of North Dakota. Since 
1923 he has been with the Museum 
ot the American Indian. 

It was a chapter in his book, ‘‘Prai- 
rie Smoke,’’ published two vears ago, 
which was responsible for the move- 
ment which is being organized in 
Saunders and Dodge counties, Ne- 
braska, under the name of the ‘‘Pahok 
Memorial Association,” to buy the 
ancient “‘Holy Hill’ of the Pawnees, 
on the Platte river, near Fremont, re- 
Siore it to tts original wildness and 
make of it a shrine for the commem- 
oration ot nitive Nebraska, tradition 
and history, 

According to Dr. Gilmore, who has 
srt a ouarter of a Century in travel 


re-arch among tribes of Indians 


whose homes were in the great north 
central plains of this country when 
Europeans entered America, the Paw- 
nee Indians, which belonged to the 
stock having the highest culture, had 
from time immemorial until their ter- 
ritory was overrun by the whites, five 
holy places, of which the holiest was 
‘“Pahok,’” a promotory standing out 
from the bluff that runs along the 
south bank of the Platte. The river 
bends sharply around this promotory, 
giving it from certain points the ap- 
pearance of an island. In addition, 
the face of the bluff is thickly wooded 
and, among the deciduous trees, are 
many cedars, which was a sacred tree 
in Pawnee estimation. 

This headland, visible for miles 
from the flat country on the north 
side of the Platte, was to the Pawnees 
a place of mystery and reverence. 
The. tradition, of. which there is more 
than one version, is to the general 
effect that long ago a young man dis- 
appeared trom the Skidi tribe and was 
given up for dead. A year later he 
returned and told of having been in- 
vited by the animals to meet with 
them in their council place, which 
was at Pahok, the promotory. This 
council chamber was under the hill 
and was entered hy a secret opening 
in the bluff. 

When he was seated in the council 


chamber among the animals, the bear 
and others warned him that misfor- 
tune was coming to his people. Jhey 
told him that a strange people from 
far away, with white skins and amaz- 
ing customs, would come into the land 
and bring sickness and trouble. The 
animals, they said, had decided to 
show favor to the young man and to 
give him their powers and teach him 
their knowledge of medicinal roots 
and herbs and make him a physician, 
so that he could cure the sick and 
teach others. 


The young man did many wonders 
among the Skidi, so that their crops 
were bountiful and they found plenty 
of buttalo and prospered greaily. He 
instituted at Pahok a great sacred 
lodge, where he received five apt 
young men from each village, and 
taught them the mysteries and powers 
revealed to him by the animals under 
the hill. At first he taught without 
payment, but later a fee was exacted. 
Thus the healing arts first became 
known to the Pawnees and have come 
down by succession to the present 
reneration of doctors in the Pawnee 
nation, 

This myth, which has been referred 
to by the irreverent as the legend of 
the first medical college, was known 
only to the Pawnees but to tribes for 
hundreds of miles around. Dr. Gil- 


more, in his researches, tound the tra- 
dition siill well known to older In- 
dians, even in North Dakota in 
1915, White Eagle, a very old chiei of 
the Skidi tribe, accontpanied him to 
the spot and identified the promon- 
tory beyond possibility of doubi. The 
name of Pahok has been conterred 
upo nthe scientist by the Indians and 
he is known by it among the Pawnees 
and the Arikara. 

The story of the holy hill, in Dr, 
Gilmore’s book, was read by Arthur 
Anderson, of Wahoo, Neb., who telt 
that the fast vanishing myth should 
be commemorated in some way. AS 
a result of his efforts the Pahok Me- 
morial association has been organ- 
ized, of which N. J. Ludi, of Wahoo, 
is president; W. G. Putney, of Cedar 
luffs, vice president, and B. W. Rey- 
nolds, of Fremont; Arthur Anderson, 
of Wahoo, and Fred Wehner, ot Ce- 
dar Blutts, the board of directors. 

Plans are under way to raise a fund 
oO acquire the headland. Dr. Gil- 
more has suggested that the place 
should be restored as nearly as pos- 
sible to its original condition, by re- 
placing such of the native plants as 
have been exterminated by cattle pree 
serving and restoring the forest with 
its mystic cedars and keeping the 
whole as wild as when the Pawneese 
roame { the prairies of Nebraska.

EORGIA scenes and conditions of 
nearly a half-century ago are re- 
called by a letter from a lady at 
Barnesville, Ga. Her father, a sub- 
stantial farmer of Talbot county, a 
member of the legislature at one time, 


and held in high esteem by his neigh- 
bors and the people pf the county gen- 
erally, served as justice of the peace 
out in his section for quite a number 
of years. His courts were regular 
neighborhood functions, marked by 
great hospitality, and often the enter- 
tainment, in his home, of principals, 
witnesses, and all, in the cases that 
came before him. Often men who 
had differences or grievances would 
agree to lay the whole matter infor- 
mally before this justice of the. peace 
(acting in this capacity rather as friend 
and adviser) and abide by his deci- 
sions. His custom was to entertain at 
a big, old-fashioned dinner the parties 
to the dispute, and then, when every- 


body was feeling good, to talk it over. . 


His decisions were marked by com- 
monsense and justice, and were not 
appealed from. 


The daughter of this kindly heart- 
ed and clear headed Georgia justice 
of the peace (long since gone to his 
reward) thus describes an interesting 
incident of the long ago in that home, 
high up in the hills of Talbot county: 

“Two neighbors who lived several 
miles away had a disagreement over 
a business contract, and agreed that 
Judge W—, after hearing all the evi- 
dence, should decide the case and 
they would abide by his decision; the 
trial to be held at the judge’s resi- 
dence. 


“So well do I remember that lovely 
summer day as the crowd began to 
gather; some coming on horseback, 
some in buggies—and soon 20 men 
were seated in the parlor. The evi- 
dence, pro and con, was given, and at 
12 o’clock the judge was still hearing 
the case. At 12 o’clock sharp the 
dinner bell rang and business was sus- 
pended; the men were invited to the 
dining room and seated at the well- 
laden table.

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Why Egypt Limits Cotton Planting 


Prepared and Issued By 
‘The National Geographic Society 


OTTON, Egypt’s chief crop, 
is to be restricted during 
1926. According to recent 
dispatches from Cairo, a law 
has justspeen placed in effect 
in Egypt which will prohibit 

the planting of more than one-third 

of the arable land with cotton this 
ear. 


‘The statute directs attention to pe- 


culiar physical features of the land of 
the Pharaohs,” says a bulletin from 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographical Society. 
“For, although Egypt cuts a big notch 
in the map of northern Africa, only a 
narrow strip along 960 miles of the 
River Nile is arable or habitable. In 
an area which is about equal to that 
of Maryland, more than nine times 
Maryland’s population, or some 13,- 
000,000 people, must be fed. 

“It is necessary, therefore, for the 
government to enact stringent regu- 


lations concerning the use of this land. 
Tobacco growing is prohibited. Farm- 
ing land is much too precious to be 
used for luxuries, especially for such 
soil-enervating luxuries as tobacco. 
Egypt has many cigarette factories 
and its cigarette makers are skilled in 
curing and blending tobacco, but the 
leaf is obtained elsewhere, generally 
from the Levant, or from the islands 
of the Aegean archipelago. 


“Egypt, as has so often been said, 
is the ‘gift of the Nile.’ The life of 
the country, its trade, its foreign con- 
tracts, and even the character of its 
inhabitants have been molded to meet 
the capacities and whims of this great 
stream. No country in the world is 
so dependent on ariver. Without the 
Nile Egypt would cease to exist as a 
fertile country. It would be only a 
desolate depression in the vast ex- 
panse of desert that stretches across 
northern Africa from the Atlantic to 
the Red Sea. 

“The desert, however, has been a 


co-star with the Nile in the Egyptian 
spectacle of the ages. Cloudless blue 
Skies, powerful sunlight, and dry, 
warm air have given Egyptian climate 
a uniformity especially suited to the 
formation of definite types. Domes- 
tic animals, in particular, give proof 
of its transforming influence. Oxen, 
often exterminated by murrain, have 
been replenished by foreign breeds 
from every part of the globe, and ina 
few generations almost invariably as- 
sume the well known Egyptian type, 
familiar from the paintings and heir- 
oglyphics of ancient tombs and 
temples. 

“The natives, too, have changed 
little. Despite a turbulent political 
career in the last few centuries, dur- 


ing the course of which Egypt has 
been jockeyed from one European 
power to another, the great mass of 
the population is little different from 
the builders of the Pyramids. Today 
they speak Arabic and profess Mo- 
hammed as their prophet, but they 


ly 


still revere the Nile, and they still irri- 
gate their fields with iis waters after 
the same fashion as the subjects of 
King Mena, 4000 B. C. 


os HILE the Nile brought many 
© gifts to the ancient Egyptians 
it was far from a perfectly behaved 
river. Usually it spilled over its banks 
once a year, flooded the adjacent lows 
lands and left new layers of highly 
fertile soil for the year’s crops. Then 
the Egyptians brought thanksgiving 
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Offerings to their gods.  At- other 
times‘the river was low. Crops were 


burnt up by the pitiless glare of the. 


sun before the life-giving fluid could 
be brought to them. Still again the 
Nile was a raging flood -driving all 
before it. 

“Irrigation works developed by the 
English, however, have made large 
Scale plantings possible today. Great 
dams and barrages thrown across the 
Nile valley hold the spring rains of 
the southern mountains and distribute

| Advanced Steps Of the Charleston :: 


(ar ed) HE CHARLESTON is now in- 
@reay vading the ballrooms of New 

ma =York’s Society to such an ex- 
tent that one is considered 
old-fashioned if he cannot do 
the Charleston. 

When the dance first made its ap- 

arance it really was not adaptable 
for the ballroom. -.It was extremely 
popular as a stage dance and for cab- 
aret use. The young men and women 
who frequented the cheaper class of 
dance hall learned it and danced it in 
competition and at private partiés. Al- 
though it caused a stir in the newspa- 
pers and at the conventions of the 
dance teachers, it did not make its ap- 
pearance in the ballrooms of New 
York’s better class until very recently. 
Even the dancing teachers frowned 
upon it. 

But the Charleston really has merit 
and it has at last come to the hands 
of almost everyone. In its modified 
form, the Charleston is really a most 
fascinating dance. Its rhythm is new 
and more scintillating than anything 
we have had in years. One cannot 
help but dance when Charleston music 
is being-played. 

In this lesson I will repeat the basic 
movement, which is the foundation for 
all the Charleston steps. If you know 
step then you can skip to any ad- 
vanced movements of the Charleston 
without the necessity of learning the 
in-between or beginner’s steps. 

Bear in mind always that the 
Charleston steps are based upon a 
movement which involves the turning 
out of the heels immediately before 
any step is taken. In order to master 
the heel movement I always advise my 
pupils to practice the following exer- 
cises for at least fifteen minutes: 

Begin with your heels together and 
toes pointing outwardly. On the first 
count spread the heels far apart and 
make the knees come together so that 
they will touch one another. On the 
count of two bring your héels together 
again into the original position, toes 


pointing outwardly and spread apart. 


That’s all. Now fepeat the above 
two counts and practice it quickly for 
not less than fifteen minutes to Fox 
Trot music. 


The Charleston Walk. 


After mastering the turning out of 
the heels you should practice walking 
forward and backward, spreading the 
heels before taking each step. Try it.

Martha Hasel had lived all her life 
among these surroundings.

HERE was little pleasure—but 
when Martha was 24 they held.a 
box social at the school house.

Then came weeks and months 
when terror swept Hardscrabble. 

Fires broke out again and again. 
Barns were looted. Neighbors told. of 
Silver and old antique bits of jewelry 
being stolen. . 

And the black specter of death 
walked through the bony fields of 
Hardscrabble. 

On February 9 Fred Geinke died 


in torture. He had been sick ever 
since New Year’s day.. 
Three days later his wife, Lily 


Ge nke, died. 

Martha Wise steadied the house- 
hold of terrorized children. She man- 
aged the’funeral and the funeral feast. 
And she blushed modestly when the 
minister spoke of ‘‘the/good works of 
this. our dear sister.”

He worked night and day, as the 
terror of arson and theft and disease 
and death swept the countryside. 

The three Hasel boys, brothers of 
Martha Wise, were also very ill. 


ARTHA WISE herself com- 
plained of illness. Her cousin, 
Mrs. Rose Adams, was sick. 


Seventeen people in all seemed 
suffering from mysterious poisoning. 

The prosecutor found traces of 
arsenic in the Geinke coffee pot. The 
coffee still on the pantry shelf was 
analyzed and found perfectly pure. 

On March 18 the body of Lily 
Geinke was exhumed by Coroner E. L. 
Crum. He announced the finding of 
enough arsenic to kill 17 people. 

Day after day the prosecutor 
hunted the arch-fiend. 

Martha Wise, hysterical from fright 
and suffering from an infected arm, 
was taking treatment in a Cleveland 
hospital. : 

On the evening of March 18, after 
the coroner and _ prosecutor had 
viewed the body of Lily Geinke, they 
journeyed to Cleveland and took Mar- 
tha home with them. 

She went willingly. They told her 
they needed her help in the case. 
But Martha had not reckoned on a 
merciless downpour of rain that sent 
round drops rattling upon the tin roof 
of the prosecutor’s office. . 

Then occurred that scene in the of- 
fice, when Mrs. Ethel Roshon, the 
wife of the sheriff, impressed Martha 
with the belief that the falling rain 
drops were the voice of God—and 
Martha confessed. 

It was the Geinke boys, the prose- 
cutor explained, wheeéirst became sus- 
piciousS of the Widow Wise. They re- 
called her anger when their parents 


chided her about her elderly love af-- 


fairs. 

They recalled that after each of 
her visits their family sickened. 

Martha Wise confessed, too, that 
she had fed arsenic to her old mother, 
“‘hecause she laughed at me for loving 
at my age.”

Martha Wise confessed to the fires 
and the thefts and the poisonings that 
led to death. 


And throughout all her confessions 
ran the story of a starved life secek- 
ing some. joy at last. 

‘I liked fires. They were red and 
bright. 1 liked funerals with folks all 
around and feeling sorry for me,”’ she 
Said, 

Martha Wise, now called ‘‘The 
Poison Widow of Hardscrabble,’’ was 
bound over to the grand jury on a 
first degree murder charge. She was 
indicted og April 7 and went on trial 
on May 4. 

The state asked the jury to find 
Martha Wise guilty of first degree 
murder, but requested a recommen- 
dation of mercy. 

Alienists declared the woman sane 
and responsible for her acts. 

3ut the defense tried to prove her 
an epileptic and insane trom girlhood. 

Martha Wise heard even her au- 
tumnal sweetheart tell how ‘‘she 
barked like a dog.”

Kelantan is waxing financially fat on rubber so the treasury 
probably found no difficulty in compensating the winner of the case, which, anong 
other things, revealed how English commerce penetrated Kelantan back in the 
eighties and how the state was incorporated into the British Empire in 1909, 


Kelantan’s present prospects and the improvements effected in its government 
are related in a bulletin of the National Geographic Societ 


“Think of the Malay peninsula as an elongated Florida tacked on southeast 
Singapore shall be Key West; then the southern boundary of Kelantan is 
approximately in the position of Orlando and the northern boundary is 150 miles . 


y from its headquarers in 


above, that is, at Jacksonville, Florida. Kelantan is 60 miles deep, which is a 
trifle more than half the width of Flofida. Since Kelantan lies 5 degrees from the 
equator, it would be quite willing to trade nicuntains for a bit of Florida's latitude. 


“Miami had a 14-inch fall of rain recently, which seems to put it in the running 
with Kelantan, where over 100 inches fall annually in the plains district. When 
the figures are all in, Florida’s average will be shown only one-third as great. 
Kelantan’s steeping climate swathes its hills in the densest of tropical forests. 
The jungle is matted above ground and matted below. An American surveyor 
boring for a bridge pier cut through 100 feet of crushed and rotting leaves and 
branches to find the botfom obstructed oy a rotting trunk of a forest monarch that 
may have fallen more than a century before. 


“Green is a tyrant in Kelantan. A rative will cut Out a garden plot in the 
jungle. By dint of indusiry he can keep the jungle back for two years’ growth of 
tapioca roots. Two years abandonment results in a growth 10 feet high, impene- 
trable without an axe. Acres of Virginia farms abandoned during the civil war 
Support 30-foot pine trees, but One can still identify the old corn rows, Ten 
years after the Kelantan garden patch is surrendered, only the practiced eye can 
distinguish the spot from natural jungle. . 


“But not all of Kelantan is jungle. The plain in the northeast, one of the 
largest level regions in the whole peninsula, affords views where there are no 
trees to be seen for miles; only rice beds glistening like windows of an enormous 
hothouse and grass pastures for cattle. Even the disordered jungle is giving away 
to the ordered rows of rubber trees. Rubber is now the most valuable export of 
Kelantan. Two other tree products, coconuts and betel-nuts figure heavily in ‘ts 
trade. Betel-nuts are a chewing gum substitute of the orient. 


“Kelantan offers a handy example of the East Indies before and after European 
intervention. Kelantan his been made safer for thé ordinary native citizen and his 
family. and a greater share of the profits of the citizen’s toil come to him. 


“The native conception of municipal government can be understood best by 
magining a parellel political System set up in, an. American corn-belt town. In 


. the first place the mayor would regard the community solely as a source of wealth 


for himself, although he would not live there but instead in Chicago, Neither 
would he take the responsibility for governing the town or collecting the taxes 
for himself, since he could farm out thai work to an exacting foreigner.

siti its failure is easily 
W. J, BRYAN explained. In the 
first place, the written page can never 
be a substitute for the message deliv- 
ered orally. The newspaper vastly 
multiplies the audience but they hear 
‘only the echo, not the speech itself. 
One cannot write as he speaks be- 


“cause he lacks the inspiration furnish- 


ed by an audience. Gladstone has 
very happily described the influence 
exerted by the audience upon -the 
speaker, an influence which returns to 
the audience stamped with his own 
personality. He says that the speaker 
draws inspiration from the audience in 
the form of mist and pours it back in 
a flood. It need hardly be added that 
this refers to speaking without manu- 
script, but reading, while always re- 
grettable, is sometimes necessary — 
especially when accuracy is more im- 
portant than the immediate effect. 


In order to secure both accuracy 
and animation it is well to prepare the 
speech in advance ‘and then revise it 
after delivery. , 

With increased intelligence a larger 
percentage of the population are able 
to think upon their feet, to take part 
in public discussions and to give their 
community and country the benefit of 
their conscience and judgment. The 
fraternities and labor and commercial 
development of speaking by the ex- 
organizations have largely aided in the 
change of views at their regular meet- 
ings. The extension of popular gov- 
ernment naturally increases public 
speaking as it brings the masses into 
closer relation to the government and 
makes them more and more a con- 
trolling force in politics. 


Pulpit Cannot Be Substituted. 

The newspapers, instead of making 
the stump unnecessary, often increase 
the necessity for face to face com- 
munication in order that both sides 
may be represented and, sometimes, 
in ordgr that Misrepresentations may 
be exposed. | 

No substitute can be found for the 
pulpit. Earnestness which finds ex- 
pression through the voice cannot be 
communicatéd through the printed 
page. If we are thrilled by what we 
read it gives us only a glimpse of the 
power of speech to stir the soul. It 
the spoken word is to coniinue to play 
an important part in the communica- 
tion of information and in the com- 
pelling of thought it 1s worth while to 
consider some of the rules that con- 
tribuie to the effectiveness of the pul- 
pit and the platform. 

Sometimes I receive a letter from a 
young man who informs me that he is 
a born orator and asks what such a 
one should«do to prepare him for his 
life work. 1 answer that while an 
orator must be born like others his 
success will not depend on inheritance, 
neither will a favorable environment 
in youth assure it. An ancestor's fame 


eetiy inspire him to effort and the as- 


sociations of the fireside may stimu- 
late, but ability to speak effectively 
is an acquirement rather than a gift. 
Must Possess Information. 
Eloquence may be defined as the 
speech of one who knows what he ts 
talking about and means what he says 
—it is thought on fire. One cannot 
communicate information unless he 
possesses it. There is quite a difter- 
ence in people in this respect; we say 
of one ihat he knows more than he 
can‘tell and, of another, that he can 
tell all he knows, but it is a retlec- 


ation upon a man to say that he can 


tell more than he knows. 
The first thing, therefore, is to 
know the subject. One should know 


his subject so well that a question 
will aid rather than embarrass him. 
A question from the audience annoys 
one only when the speaker is unable 
to answer'it or does not want to an- 
swer it. Many a speaker has been 
brought into ridicule by a question 
that revealed his lack of information 
on the subject; and a speaker has 
sometimes been routed by a question 
that revealed something he intended 
to conceal. 


Before discussing a subject one 
should go all around it and view it 
from every siandpoint, asking and 
answering all the questions likely to be 
put by his opponents. Nothing 
strengthens a speaker more than to 
be’ able to answer every question put 
to him. His argument is made much 
more forcible because the question 
focuses attention on the particular 
point; a ready answer makes a deeper 
impression than the speaker could 
make by the use of the same language 
without the benefit of the question to 
excite interest in the proposition, 


Earnestness Is Necessary. 


UT knowledge is of little use to 

the speaker without earnestness. 
Persuasive speech is from heart to 
heart, not from mind to mind. It Is 
difficult for a speaker to deceive his 
audience as to his own feelings; it 
takes ‘a trained actor to make an 
imaginary thing...seem real. Nearly 
two thousand years ago one of the 
Latin poeis expressed this thought 
when he said, “If you would draw 
tears from others’ eyes, yourself the 
signs of-grief must show.” 

If one is master of an important 
Subject and feels that he has a mes- 
Sage that must be delivered he will not 
lack a hearing. As there are always 
important subjects before the country 
for settlement there will always be 
oratory. In order to speak eloquently 
on one subject a man need not be well 
informed on a large number of sub- 
jects, although information on all sub- 
jects is of value. 
general way discuss a large number 
of subjects may be entirely out-class- 
ed by one who knows but one subject 
but who knows it well and feels it. 

The pulpit has developed many 
great orators because it furnishes the 
largest subject with which one can 
deal. The preacher who knows the 
Bible and feels that every human be- 
ing needs the message that the Bible 
contains cannot fail to reach the 
hearts of his hearers. Dr. Benjamin 
Andrews, once the president of Brown 


university and later chancellor of Ne- . 


braska university, told me of a sermon 
that he heard Jasper, the colored 
preacher of Richmond, deliver late in 
life on an‘anniversary occasion. Jas- 
per claimed nothing for himself ‘but 
attributed his long pastorate and what- 
ever he had to the fact that he preach- 
ed only one book—the Bible. 


Subject Is Paramount. 


When I was in college | heard a 
visitor draw a contrast between Cicero 
and Demosthenes. ‘1 am not sure that 
it is fair to Cicero but it brings out an 
important distinction. As I recall it, 
the speaker said, ‘‘When Cicero spake 
the people said, ‘How well Cicero 
speaks;’ when Demosthenes spake his 
hearers cried, ‘Let us go aeainst 
Philip.’ One impressed upon his 
audience while the other impressed his 
subject. It need hardly be said that in 
all ettective oratory the speaker suc- 
ceeds in proportion as he can make his 
hearers forget him in their absorption 
in the subject that he presents. 

| may add that there is a practical 
advantage in the speaker's diverting 
attention from himself. There ts only 
one of him and he would soon become 
monotonous if he continually thrust 
himself forward: but, as subjects are 
innumerable, he can give intimite vari- 
ety to his speech by putting the em- 
phasis upon the theme. 

It is better that the audience, when 
it breaks up, should gather into groups

and discuss what the speaker said than 
to go away saying, ‘‘What a delightful 
speech it was,’”’ and yet not remember 
the things said. Whether the state- 
ments made are true or not it does no 
harm to haVe them challenged; if 
some dispute what has been said and 
others defend the speaker it is certain 
that thought has been aroused, and 
thinking leads to truth. That is why 
freedom of speech is so essential in a 
republic; it is the only process by 
which truth can be separated from 
error and made to stand forth in all 
its strength. We should, therefore, in- 
vite discussion. 


Emphasize Clearness. 


While acquaintance with the sub- 
ject and heartfelt interest in it are the 
first essentials of convincing speech, 
there are other qualities that greatly 
Strengthen discourse. First among 
these I would put clearness of state- 
ment. Jetferson declared in the 
Declaration of Independence that cer- 
tain truths are self-evident. It is a 
very conservative statement of:an im- 
portant fact; it could be made 
stronger; all truth js self-evident. The 
best service one can render a truth, 
therefore, is to state it so clearly. that 
it can be undersiood. -This does not 
mean that every self-evident truth will 
be immediately accepted because there 
are many things that interfere with the 
acceptance of truth. 

Firsf, let us consider depth of con- 
viction. Some people take their con- 
victions more seriously than others. In 
India I heard a missionary speak of 
another person as having ‘“‘no opinions 
—nothing but convictions;’”’ while one 
of the enemies of Gladstone described 
him as being the only person he ever 
knew who ‘‘could improvise the con- 
victions of a lifetime.’ 

Depth of conviction gives great 
force to an individual when he is go- 
ing in the right direction, but he is 
difficult to change if-he is going mm the 
wrong direction. When I visited the 
Hermihage for the first time they told 
me of an old colored man, formerly a 
Slave of Jackson’s, who survived his 
master many vears. He was, of course, 
an object of interest and many ques- 
tions were asked in regard to Jack- 
son’s characteristics. One visitor in- 
quired of him if he thought Andrew 
Jackson went to heaven. He quickly 
responded, “If he sot his head that 
way, he did.”’ 


Prejudice Delays Truth. 


Prejudice also delays ihe spread of 
truth. People sometimes brace them- 
selves against arguments. If I may 
be pardoned a personal illustration I 
will cite a case of political prejudice 
that came under my own observation. 
| was speaking in a town in western 
Nebraska, an out-of-the-way place 
that I had seldom visited. <A friend 
heard a man say, ‘“‘Well, | never heard 
him and I thought I would come and 
see what he has to say.”’ And -then, 


with a determined look upon his face — 


he added, ‘‘But he will not convince 
me.’’ Political prejudice is not so hard 
to overcome as race prejudice and 
race prejudice is not so deep-seated as 
religious prejudice; but prejudice of 
any kind, whether it be personal, polit- 
ical, race, or religious, seriously inter- 
feres with the progress of truth. 

Narrowness of vision often ob- 
structs acceptance of truth. One must 
be made to feel interested in the sub- 
iect before he will listen to that which 
Aristotle has sug- 
gested a means by which e&tch one can 
measure himself. “If he is interested 
in himself onlv he is very small; if he 
is interested in his family he is larger, 
if he is interested in his community he 
larger still.’ Thus he grows in size 

is sympathies expand—the largest 
person being the one heart 
takes in the whole world. 


, 
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In proportion as we can enlarge the. 


horizon of the hearer we can increase 
the number of subjects to which he 
will give attention. The minister has 


an advantage in that he deals with the 
one subject about which all mankind 
thinks. The soul yearns for God; it 
is man’s highest aspiration and his 
most enduring concern. When one’s 
heart is changed—when he is born 
again—he listens to, understands and 
accepts arguments that he rejected be- 
fore. 


Self-Interest Obstructs Truth. 


ELFISH interest is one of the most 


‘+ 7 common obstructions to the ad- 
vance of truth. Very often this dif- 
ficulty can be overcome by showing 
that the party is mistaken as to the 
effect of the proposed measure upon 
his interests. Fortunately in matters 
of government a large majority of the 
people have interests on the same side 
and the real task is to make this plain. | 
Where there is a real opposing inter- © 
est, argument is of little use unless 
it can be shown that the public wel- 
fare outweighs the personal interest— 
that is, that a public interest is large 
enough to swallow up the interest that 
is private and personal. 

Whenever one refuses to admit such 
a self-evident truth, for instance, as 
that it is wrong to steal, don’t argue 
with him—search him; the reason 
may be found in his pocket. 

Next to clearness of statement, I 
would put conciseness—the ’ condens- 
ing of much inio a few words. This 1s 
a great asset to a speaker... The 
moulder of public opinion does not 
manufacture opinion; he simply puts 
it into form so that it can be remem- 
bered and repeated; just as my father 
used bullet-moulds to make bullets 
when he was.about to go- squirrel 
hunting. The moulds did not create 
the lead, they simply put if into ef- 
fective form. Jefferson was the great- 
est moulder of public opinion in the 
early days of this country. He did not 
create democratic sentiment; he sim- 
ply took the aspirations that: had 
nestled in the hearts of men from time 
immemorial and put them into appro- 
priate and epigrammatic language, so 
that the nation thought his thoughts 
after him, as the world is now doing, 
The proverbs of Solomon are’ price- 
less for the same reason;-they are full 
of wisdom—wisdom so ‘expressed 
that it can be easily comprehended. 


Proverbs Teach Directness. 

When I was a boy my father would 
call me in from work a little before 
noon, read to me from Proverbs and 
comment on the sayings of the Wise 
Man. After his death (when I was 
twenty) I recalled his fondness for 
Proverbs and read the thirty-one chap- 
ters through each month tor a year. 
| was increasingly impressed with their 
beauty and Strength. I have used 
many of them in speeches. The one 
[ have most frequently used in the ad- 
vocacy ot reforms reads: “A prudent 
man forseeth the evil and hideth him- 
self; but the ‘simple pass on, and are 
punished.” 

Our use of big words increases from 
infancy to the day of graduation. I 
think it is safe to say that with nearly 
all of us the maximum is reached on 
the day when we leave school. We 
use more big words that day than we 
have ever used before or will ever use 
again. When we go from college into 
everyday life and begin to deal with 
our fellowmen we drop the big words 
because we are more interested in 
making people understand us than we 


are in parading our learning, The 
more earnest one ts the smailer the 
words used. If a young man_ used 


hig words to assure his sweetheart of 
his atfection she would never under- 
stand him, but the word love has but 
one syllable, just as the words life, 
faith, home, food, and work are one- 
svilable words. 

Remember nearly every audi- 
ence is made up of peopie who ditfer 
in the amount of book learning they 
have received. If you speak only to 
those best educated you will speak

Under European leadership and 
ingenuity Egypt has progressed agri- 
culturally from a rather forbidding 
land, farmed only when naturally fer- 
tile, to a smiling ribbon of farms and 
plantations. Each year additional fin- 
gers of water encroach on the sun- 
glazed domains e* the desert, fingers 
which transform it at a touch into lux- 
uriant growths of green and gold and 
russet vegetation. 


“The area watered by the Nile is 
thus being -increased from an original 
acreage of a little more than 5,000,- 
000 to nearly 8,000,000 acres. Ten- 
drils of steel are following in the wake 
of those of water, in order that crops 
may be marketed readily. Egypt al- 
ready possesses 3,000 miles of rail- 
road, extending along the Mediter- 
ranean coast and up the Nile to the 
First Cataract. It is connected with 
the railway systems of Europe and 
Asia by a line across the Sinai Pen:n- 
Sula, the route of the famous train 
known as ‘The Milk and Honev Ex- 
press.’ 

“Cotton, the commercial staple of 
the country and the subject of the 
new regulatory law, is the foundauon
